British White Paper Shows Natives 
Averse to German Rule 
London. — Correspondence relat- 
ing to the wishes of the natives of 
the German colonies as to their fu- 
ture government has been issued as a 
white paper dod furnishes _unques- 
tionable eyidence that the one thing 
that the natives dread is being hand- 
ed back to the Germans, and the one 
thing most of them desire is that 
they should continue under the Union 
Jack. 

Lord Liverpool, governor-gencral 
of New Zealand, states that the 
high chiefs of Samoa are practically 
unanimous in wishing to remain un- 
der British rule. Their reasons are 
that it was the English, people who 
first brought a government to Samoa, 
that their administration had placed 
the Samoan badge on the  govern- 
ment ensign, that representative Sam- 
oans are consulted by the adminis- 
tration before changes are made in 
the regulations and their wishes are 
met where practicable, that—and per- 
haps this last reason is the most sig- 
nificant of all—they now win cases 
in courts, a thing unknown formerly. 

There is one small chief of the 
Mukoba who quite openly 
prefers the German rule, because he 
States “you could your own 
people as you wistred.

FOOD BOARD ORDERS 


Revoked Three Orders Which Had 
Fulfilled Their Purposes , 


Ottawa. — The Canada food board 
has- revoked three of its orders 
which had fulfilled their purposes. 
Order No, 9 of Dec. 21, 1917, regu 
lating the “spread” in the cost of 
milk, was passed to meet conditions 
} which existed then, but which have 
since then quite changed. Order No. 
14, Jan. 19, 1918, controlled the 
“spread” on the retail sale of bran 
and shorts, and is not applicable to 
part of the conditions obtaining, Ord- 
er No. 47, June 5, 1918, is inopera- 
tive at this time of the yéar, and fix- 
jed maximum prices to be charged 
consumcrs in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta, for dressed, 
cgught white fish, 

Control of the Wholesale maximum 
prices and profits on bran and shorts, 
eggs, butter, cheese, meats and win- 
ter caught fish in Manitoba, Saskat- 
chewan and Alberta, and of the flat 
fish on the Pacific’coast remains “in 
force, as also does the general con- 
trol of wholesale prices.

a Justifies Navy 


Says Britain Octupies Different Posi- 
tion from Other Nations 
London. — British naval suprem- 
acy is the subject of an article con- 
“tributed by Rt. Hon. Winston Spen- 
cer Churchill, minister of munitions 
in the coalition government, to the 
Glasgow Sunday Post. He says that 
no other navy.in the world is in the 
same position as Great Britain. 

“Our safety from inyasion, our 
daily bread, every means whereby Wwe 
maintain our existence as an inde- 
pendent people, our unity as an em- 


pire, our federation of~ common- 
wealths and dependencies—all those 
float from ‘our to hour upon our 


naval. defences,” says Mr, Churchill. 
Continuing; he says: “If that de- 
encase ta weakened or fet- 
tered “tve all shall be in continual 
danger of subjugation or starvation. 
We -#hould be forced to live in con- 
tinued anxicty. If that naval de- 
fence. were overpowered or out- 
matched by any other navy or tg A 
ably by a combination of navies ve 
should hold not merely our posses- 
sions but our lives and liberties only 
on suffrage. 

“Where else in the whole world 
can such conditions be paralleled? 
-We have the right to demand from 


all other nations, friends and = 
alike, a full recognition. of these 
factse-We-are also. entitled to point 


out that this naval strength that we 
“require afd which we are determin- 
ed to preserve has never beeg used 


in”modern history in a selfish and} 
aggressive manner,.and that it _ has 
on four. separate occasions in four 


separate centuries, against Phillip the 
Second of Spain, Louis XIV, — Na- 
poleon, and the kaiser, successfully 
defended ciyiliZation ffom military 
and tyranny and _ particularly pre- 
served the independence of the low 
countries, 

“In this greatest of all wars the 
British navy shielded mighty Ameri- 
ca from all_menace of serious dan- 
erg when she resolved to act it 
was She British navy that transport- 
ed and escorted the greatér propor- 
tion of her armies to the rescue and 
deliverance of France. Our record 
in a hundred yeare of unquestioned 
naval “sway since Srafalgar,~ proves 
the sobriety of our policy and the 
rigliteousness of our intentions, Al- 
most the only ports- in the world 
open freely to the commerce of all 
nations. were those of our istand. Its 
possessiOns and our coaling stations 
were used freely and fully by ships 
of.all nations. We suppressed the 
slave trade. We ‘put down piracy. 
We put it down again the other day. 
Even our coast wise traffic, so jeal- 
ously guarded by eyery power in “the 
world, was thrown open to all comers 
on even terms by that ancient people
